Being an informer is a deadly serious offense 
against the people and the revolution. The ses 
process of denouncing and administering 
` revolutionary justice to informers-is also 
deadly serious. In all cases, concrete evi- 
dence of complicity with pig agents must be 
known and presented to: support. the action. 
It is not sufficient to base accusations | 
on subjective analysis or upon details of 
opportunistic personal behavior. If an execution 
is carried out without a sound analysis, then 
confusion and disunity are created within 
the Left and throughout the community. Even 
if the person executed is a pig, if the act 
is not clearly understood by the people, it 
will create a serious obstruction to the 
building of unity between the Guerrilla Front 
(underground) and the Mass Front (aboveground). 
The result is the division of Left forces and 
the creation of sectarian infighting when we 
should be united to fight the enemy. 
If the person is'‘not a pig, her or his exe- | 
cution is then nothing more than a criminal

POPEYE JACKSON AND SALLY VOYE: CHRONOLOGY 
OF EVENTS ; 


On June 3, 1975 the NWLF issued an open 
letter to Popeye Jackson and the people asking 
him to respond to questions they had about 
his revolutionary practice. We recognize the 
seriousness of the allegations in the letter 
and we believe that it was Popeye's respon- 
sibility to respond to them. It is our infor 

_ mation that he fully intended to do this. 

On June 8, 1975 Popeye Jackson. and Sally 
Voye were executed. There was immediate l 
suspicion, especially within the UPU, that the 
action was carried out by police agents. Two 
lays later a communique was delivered to the 
3an Francisco Chronicle by a group claiming 
the action in the name of the NWLF. The 
pommunique said that Popeye had been executed 
for working as a pig agent. UPU's response to 
the communique was a denunciation of the NWLF- 
The next day the NWLF issued a communique deny- 
~- ing responsibility for the act. They restated — 
their allegations against Popeye, explaining 
that any evidence they had was-not enough to 
warrant them carrying out an execution. ` They 
called on the people who carried out the action 
to present evidence that would prove that 
‘-Popete deserved to be executed. 
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' suspicious circumstances and a powerful anti- 


POPEYE JACKSON | 


We have long considered Popeye Jackson to 
be a friend and comrade. We supported his work 
in the prison movement, and his outspoken 
stance in critically Supporting guerrilla 
fighters. Popeye was constantly under har- 
rassment from the pigs because of his uncom- 


` promising position in support of armed struggle 


and the rights of the convicted class. About » 
Sally Voye, we have no knowledge other than 
what we have’ read in the pig media. 

At this point there is no conclusive proof 
about whether the executions of Popeye and 
Sally were carried out by guerrillas or by 
police counter-intelligence agents. The 


. communique claiming responsibility for the. 


act was totally incomplete. It didn't 


_ detail any acts of ‘collaboration on Popeye's 


part which would justify his execution. It 
-made certain allegations that brought into 
question Popeye's relationship with the 

Adult Authọrity, but presented no concrete infor- 
nation which would prove their dllegations. 

[his communique was ‘also incomplete in its 
2xplanation of ‘the execution of Sally Voye. It 
alluded to the possibility that she interferred 
with Popeye's execution, but failed to give 

any explanation of what the nature of her inter- 
ference was. It therefore implied that she was 
simply IN THE WAY, and was apparently exe- ` 
cuted for-no reason other than being an inno- 
cent bystander. , 

At this point we-don't believe that Popeye 

was a pig. We support the NWLF's call for 

an, analysis of this situation from our captured 
comrades .in prison and for an explanation of 
why he wąs executed from the people who did 

it. If this action can't be further explained 


. we ahve no choice but to conclude that his 


execution was either carried out by counter- 
intelligence agents or by horribly misguided

Only 
days before the execution was carried out, at 
least 100 counter-intelligence agents under 
the pseudonym of "U.S. Treasury Agents" were 
sent from Washington D.C. to the San Francisco 
Bay Area. Their dirctive was to destroy and . 
discredit guerrilla forces in the Bay Area, 
specifically the NWLF. Since the arrival of these 
agents, Popeye Jackson was murdered under 
personnel bomb was discovered. at a high school.

We cannot discount the possibility that 
these acts were carried out by the enemy to 
destroy the prison movement and discredit 


_ _ guerrilla forces. ` Revolutionaries must be 
committed to maintaining objectivity in ana- 


lyzing guerrilla actions. They must recognize 
the past practice of both the guerrilla forces 
and the pig agencies and be vigilant about 
discerning the differences between the two. 
Only through mutual support/criticism will 
revolutionaries on the different fronts be .

Popeye Jackson was 
the leader of the United Prisoners: Union, a re- 
volutionary organization of prisoners-of-war 
locked down in Amerika's San Quentins and 
Soledads. Popeye was a revolutionary who ac- 
tively sought to expose to the people the fas- 


_ Cism of the pigs and the necessity of an armed 


struggle to overthrow the ruling class. Thus 
it was necessary fot this same ruling class to 
have Popeye murdered, just as it was necessary 
to kill Martin Luther King, Malcolm X, George’ 
and Jonathan Jackson, Cinque and countless other 
black leaders and revélutionaries. ` 

The exact role of the ATF in Popeye's murder 
is not yet known. But we do know that at the be- 
ginning of June, Brenton Thorne, the head of the 
ATF office in S.F., announced plans to add 100: - 
agents to AFT offices on the West Coast, princi- 
pally in the. Bay Area and LA, in order to beef 
up the ATF's counter-insurgency campaign. 
Popeye, a well-known comrade who publicly worked 
for unity between the underground and the above- 
ground, was an obvious target for these pigs. 
Less than a week after Thorne's announcement, . 
Popeye was dead. Two days later, a phony communi-' 
que, clearly written by the pigs, attempted to 
lay the blame for thus murder on the New World 
Liberation Front. | 

Despite these efforts, the people of California’ 


_ have not been divided by Popeye's murder or de- _ 
ceived by the pig propaganda that surrounded it. 


The unity of the people and of our guerrilla or- 
For all the 
efforts of the ATF and the FBI, these pigs are 
themselves more vulnerable to attack than are 
the pooples clandestine guerrilla forces. We 
applaud the deaths of two FBI pigs on the Pine 
Ridge reservation, knowing that they were the 
agents of one of the most vicious ruling classes 
Wer KROWN=to humanity. ‘the struggle-continues—: 
and we continue to build a strong base for the 
more intense levels of struggle to come. Popeye 
was impatient wtth trashing buildings, and wanted 
the underground to attack the pigs themselves. 
His life's work of unifying and organizing op- 
pressed peoples has helped to set the stage for 
the intensification of the people's struggle.

Popeye was involved in an area of social 
reform which is a step to consciousness 
raising.

With the economic situation 
as it is and Popeye having a defunct prison 
trade, it is likely he did much wheeling 
and dealing to survive, Not that we just- 
ify this process. In fact, we are against it 
completely. But, if one only knows one way 
to survive until something better comes 
along, we expect him to survive or. . ¿do 
we ask him to lay down and die?

As the Attorney for Popeye Jackson during > 
his last parole revocation hearing and his con- 
viction for Petty Theft which has been the sub-. 
ject of much speculation in recent days, I 
feel that the record should be set straight 
on certain points which have been prominantly 
mentioned in connection with Popeye's death. 

Popeye in fact pled guilty to a charge of 
Petty Theft with a prior (Section 667 Calif. 


' Penal Code, San Francisco Municipal Court 


#R120740) and was sentenced to 60 days in the 
County Jail, a severe sentence for a minor 
shoplift. Every legal maneuver that was pos- 
sible was used to delay the case until Popeye's 
parole expired. After over five months, 


Popeye pled guilty upon the following con- 


ditions: 

1. Popeye would plead guilty to the Petty 
Theft charge and serve 60 days in the County 
Jail with two years Court Probation; 

2. Execution of sentence would be stayed 
until his parole expired; and if revocation pro- 
ceedings were begun, his guilty plea could be 


withdrawn. 


As Popeye's attorney I advised him to enter 
into this agreement upon my belief that it was 


‘the wisest thing for him to do in light of his 
desire to remain free from incarceration so ' 
-that he may devote his time and energies to 


the causes of the Poeple. Only the usual con- 
siderations of risk of conviction and length 
of incarceraticn were given in Popeye's de- 
cision to plead guilty to this offense, and any 
statement to the contrary is without fioundation. 
Although the Adult Authority could have moved 
to revoke Popeye's parole they chose not to do 
so. The motivation on the part of the A.A. was © 
very simple and easy to understand. They were 
fighting for their very existance, as there was 
a bill in the Legislature at the time which 
threatened to abolish them. The bill was re- 
ceiving more support than they had anticipated, 
and the last thing that they wanted was another 
large scale revocation hearing with attendant

When White 
liberals, claiming to be revolutionaries, 
turned their backs on him and ran in fear of 
losing their skin and class priviledes, he 
kept on. While no other well-known Bay Area 
"Leftist" would openly support the rising tide 
of guerrilla activity by the NWLF, CLF, RGF, 
BLA and SLA--Popeye stepped out-front to pub- ` 
licly explain the necessity of revolutionary 
violence. He remembered Lil' Bobby Hutton and 





Fred Hampton. He knew and lived with the reality 
of being politically assassinated and understood 
the position he was put in by the running dog, 
cowards who split when they realized that revolus 
tion was not an intellectual game..

BLA sister denied medical rights 


NORFOLK--A leader in the Black Liberation 
Army, Safiya Bukhari (sn Bernice Jones) 
continues to suffer extreme harassment from 
Virginia prison officials following her 
frameun imprisonment by a Norfolk, Va., 
court. ° 
Sister Bukhari was sentenced to 40 years 
in prison on phony charges of robbery, 
attempted murder, and possession of a machine 
gun after the white owners of Green's 
market in Norfolk had opened fir on her and 
two of her comrades while they were shopping. 
One BLA member, William Butler, was i 
murdered, and Safiya and Masai Eheozi (sn 
William Gibson) were charged and sentenced 
to 40 years each in order to cover up the a 
murder of Butler, and as the prosecutor — 
said to the jury, ". . .to get a message 
to these kind of peonle to stay away from 
Norfolk." " 
Now the racist prison system of Virginia 
is making an effort to slowly assassinate’ 
Safiya Bukhari by denying her essential medical 
treatment. Five days after her arrival at the 
women’s concentration camp in Goochland, 
Virginia, Safiya was told by a doctor that she 
had a fibroid tumor in her womb, Besieged 
with vain, she finally got the prison doctor 
to see her. -

told him 40 years; he sid, ‘Come back to see

TO THE PEOPLE 


I sit here day after day waiting the 
-unknown that will follow, to continue the 
reality of my struggle for liberation. My 
thoughts ramble into uneventfulhours with 
no verbal facts or opinionsitto alter their 
course. hy actions which have promoted this 
incarcerated sttuation, have been plundered 
and relived with no justification for the 
actions of my keepers. Assumptions and 
expectations are worthless, my schedule is 
unknown because it is controlled by my 
keeper, yet even in my blindness I am not 
afraid nor weak. Perhaps I am lonely, 
bored or tired, but it's a good feeling, for 
it is for a cause. 

Today marks the sixth-6th-week of my 
incarceration here at Western Correctional . 
Center. I, along with 25 others, who fought 
and stood for our lives on June 15-19, 1975 
at the North C-rolina Correctional Center 
for Women. We have stood patient throught 
this political experinent performed by the 
N.C.Correction Department staff. We have 
not changed our position or determination in 
our attempt to expose the department and it's 
deceit to the people. We were not willing 
to stop for the many pacifyers that have been 
offered us, instead we offer ourselves as 
guinea pigs to be used as the tools of the 
people, to destroy the now corrupt political 
ballgame of the corrections department that 
uses the-oppressed people as equipment. 

Despite of all the temporary defeats, the 
discrimination, the prejudice, the deceitful 
efforts of the keepers to alter or prevent 
us, we will educate the people of the politi- 


+a cal corruption ani misconduct of those who 


make the governing policies of the system. 
Our intentions are to convince the people 
these actions taken against us were politi- 
cally motivated, to maintain the silence ` 


that has persisted in the department for 


years. Our hopes are that the unjust actions 
the state has performed against us (the 


representatives of the oppressed) will motibate | 


the people to counter-attack and seek justi- 
‘fication for their murderous deeds. 

We have staked our very lives on the conti- 
nuation and further development of the 
struzgle for the liberation of the oppressed. 
Our "love" for the people strengthens our 
decision daily, this motivation is greater 
than the materialistic one that our keepers 
have.

blows aimed at our sister's head, a feeling

in your loyalty to your sistas; a feeling 
that lets you say with. confidence, I am 
somebody, a feeling that brings a tear of 
happiness to receive word of a minor victory, 
a feeling that you are free, at least in the 
mind, a feeling of pride in the strong unity 
that grows daily andtthis love is a feeling 
that makes you know the life you have devoted 
to the struggle wil} not be in vain. 
Ae the previous days go by, we await 

tomorrow and summerize the past six weeks _ 
as an attempt on the Correction Departmen's part, 


to silence its’ victims of ‘the unjust actions 


that were ordered by the Department and 
approved by the state's governor. Our 


` destiny hence depends not on the keepers of 


our body, but the participation of the 

peonle, in thiscaur struggle for liberation 
from the on ressors, There's much more 
involved in this than merely a convict bucking 
the penal discipline procedures, that's not - 
the issue. This is the door of corruption . 
opened to allow the exterminator (the oppressed 
peoples) to enter to deal with and bring a . 


_new cleanser on the market--Unity and Love. 


My life is your tool--use me as an example 
of the racism, sexism, ani discrimination of 
the oppressors of our land.

_ PAT SWINTON KEEPS THE FAITH

On Merch 12, 1975, FBI agents arrested: 
Pat Swinton at her place of work in Brattle- 
born, Vermont. 

To her friends in Vermont, Pat's name was 
Shoshana, the name she now prefers. She had 
helped to start the women's center in Brattle- 


~ born and lived at Parker Corner Farm, the 


longest existing commune in the area. 
Her excessively high bail--$200, 000--was 
met in mrt by the commune menbe~s, who put 
up their farm as collateral. . 
In 1969, when the antiwar movement was at 
_a peak of =-tivism, Shoshana was indicted for 
canspiracy to bomb federal properties, attempt 
to bomb U.S. Army trucks, and possession of 
explosives with intent to bonb U.S.Army 
trucks, . 
The government charged that she was part 


- of a conspiracy that included Sam Melville 


(who was killed by state police during the 
Attica prison rebellion), David Hug»y, and 
Jane Alpert. Shoshana has pleaded “not 
guilty” to the charges. If convicted she 
faces up to 30 years in prison. 
Shoshana has been a familiar figure in the 
New York movement. She did research for- 
the North American Committee on Latin America 
(NACLA) into corporate and government inter- 
ference in Latin America, and was a frequent 
participant in antiwar demonstrations and © 
direct action projects. l 
Shoshana needs sun»ort. It is estimated 
thet a strong legal defense may cost up to 
$40,090. Additional funds may be needed 
to' combat the grand jury investigations and 
to provide legal help for those subpoenaed. 
Shoshana says: 
“As a woman I have felt the frustration 
and humiliation of sexism. In fighting 
against it, I have gained strength and an 


. understanding of the necessity for each 


person to combat oppressicn on all levels. 
The struggle against sexism is part of the © 
same struggle against racism and capitalism- 
imperialism--it is all one. Therefore 1 
support by Attica brothers and victims of 
the prison system across the country, my . 
sisters and brothers underground--in short, I 
proclaim my solidarity with people everywhere 
who participate in the struggle for human 
dignity and liberation. 

"I could never betray this sélidarity 
by abandoning these principles nor by in 
any Way cooperating with, or aiding the 
forces which seek to divide and destroy us. 

It is our vision they want to wipe out. If 
we stand together, they will fail.”
